Continuing Conflict 


The conflict cow coming oat in the 


open in Cuba between the Roman Catholic 
church and Castro's Bed regime is another 
skirmish in a war that has been waged over 
the centuries. Primarily it is a struggle be- 
tween man's individual conscience as to 
moral law. and the demands of a state 
which, admittedly or not. accepts no higher 
authority. 


Hitler attempted to use allegiance to 


God to strengthen his own cause. He re- 
quired the words "so help me God" in- 
cluded in the oath of loyalty to him al- 
though the words had been voluntary' in 
Germany after World war I. But a great 
many Germans recognized the difference 
and in various ways attempted to hold onto 
their real belief in natural law as distinct 
from that of the state. 


Theodore Heuss, president of the Fed- 


eral Republic in 1954. spoke at length on 
the problem at the tenth anniversary of the 
July 20th bomb plot to kill Hitler. There 
were members of the Wehrmacht who 
fought courageously for the German cause 
but who celebrated the assassination of the 
monster Heydrich. There were young sol- 
diers, expecting death at the front and not 
cnngmg from battle, who wrote home re- 
questing that their death notices not carry 
the usual line. "He died for his Fuehrer." 
There were the thousands who risked death 
and torture to help others flee the wrath of 
the SS. And there were the millions who 
resisted Hitler and his h6rror right down to 
the last torture chamber, concentration 
camp and gas oven. These included the 
high members of the German general staff 
who plotted the assassination of Hitler in 
contradiction to their belief in obedience to 
a ruler when, in the words of a long dead 
Prussian, Ludwig von der Marwitz, they 


would choose "disgrace where to obey 
would not have earned honor." 


The Germans have been tw^gnrHng 


these millions in a documentary *rhihit 
called The Revolt of Conscience,- and in 
the widely circulated and well-attended 
play The Diary of Anne Frank. 


It is easy for Americans to support re- 


bellion against tyranny since we do not 
have to fear the consequences. But those 
Americans who have denounced the idea 
of natural law and natural rights as archaic 
and who have put all their reliance on 
"progress" and the raising of standards of 
living by the agents of government are ap- 
pallingly confused. More is demanded for 
justice than benevolent government, as the 
Germans found out when they sat silently 
as their minister of justice in 1934 legis- 
lated that murders which accompanied a 
struggle for power within the Nazi party 
were justified. John Milton made the dis- 
tinction clear more than 300 years ago 
when he acknowledged that his conscience 
came from God and he was not going to re- 
linquish it to Caesar. 


The Communists have been smarter 


than the Nazis in that they have disavowed 
any higher power and therefore made the 
conscience, as well as everything else, a 
creature of the state. The Cubans who have 
denounced Castro and fled or who have 
been captured, imprisoned or executed 
must go down in history with the long, 
long list of men and women who have seen 
that the demands of individual conscience 
can never be quieted by the demands for 
loyalty from an all-powerful state. The day 
will come when they will be recognized 
and honored in Cuba as the Germans who 
died in the concentration camps have been 
acclaimed as restoring the spiritual free- 
dom of a nation.
